im charge at Cincinnati. where he remained 
until 1874. 

In 1870 he appointed professor of ae- 
tronomy in thé old Chicago university and a 
director of the Dearborn observatory. In 
1887 .the astronomical instruments of the 
Dearborn observatory were transferred to 
the Northweetern university at Evanston, 
and Prof. Hough went there, being subse- 
quently elected professor of astronomy at 
Northwesterp, which post be held until his 
death.

DEFENSE OPENS FOR MRS. ERB 
IN KEYSTONE MURDER CASE. 


Accused, Plotter Against Husband's 
Lif Collapses’ in Court at Media, 
Pa., as Counsel Talks. 


Media, Pa., Jan. 1.—The commonweaith 
closed in the Erb case here this afternoon. 
The defense opened by an address to the 
jury outlining the contention that Mrs. Cath- 
erine Beisel shot her brother-in-law to death 
after a flerce struggle in self-defense, during 
which she wrested the pistol from him. In 
the encounter the weapon was accidentally 
fired, leaving smoke in the hallway, the jury 
was told. 

The jury wae also informed that Erb had 
sought in every way to rid himeelf of his 
wife by making it most unpleasant for her 
at Red Gables. when he was unable to bring 
charges that would sustain divorce proceed- 
ings. Their many alleged quarrels and fights 
were recited to the jury.

All Cows Must Be Examined for 
| Tuberenlosis.or Their Prod. 
web Pasteurized. 


The new milk law—Health Commissioner 
Evans’ gift to the babies of Chicago—went 
into effect.officially yesterday. Active meas- 


begun by the heelth department today. 

The provisions of the new regulation, which 
places the city’s official guarantee on every 
quart of milk. cream, and buttermilk sold in 
thee city, mark one of the longest forward 
strides Dr. Evang has made in his campaign 
for “a healthy Chieago.“ 


Provisions of the Law. 
In detail the law provides that these prod- 
ucts must have been obtained from cows that 
have been tested satisfactorily for tubercu- 
losis or must have been pasteurized. WUlti- 
mately the tuberculosis test must be met in 
every case, but for the next five years pas- 
teurization will be allowed as an alternative. 

An amendment was introduced at a recent 
council meeting by Ald. Hay,. providing for 
an inimediate striking out of the pasteurisa- 
tion clause, and this is now before the com- 
mittee on health, with the possibility that the 
stringent test will be put into effect within 
a few weeks. 

No great difficulty in enforcing the law is 
expected by Dr. Evans. There was much op- 
position when the ordinance was first pro- 
posed, but the dealers evidently saw the ad- 
vantages of having their milk guaranteed 
and at a meeting of the Milk Shippers’ union 
held on Dec. 21 the farmers and deirymen 
voted unanimously to submit their cows to 
the tuberculin test and abide by the ordi- 
nance. 

Inspectors May Seize Milk. 

Under the new plan all tested cows wil) 
be marked and recorded by means of cer- 
tificates filed with the -health department. 
Any milk or cream that does not eomply with 
the requirements may be seized and con- 
demned by the inspectors. The same rules 
apply to butter sold in the city. 

In explaining the 8 its work- 
ings Dr. Evane said he expects it will result 
in the establishment 15 — fifty past eurisa- 
tion plants in the city and fifty in the coun- 
try. About 20 per cent of the shippere are 
expected to have their herds submitted te 
the tuberculin teat. 

Dr. Evans Gives Views. 


“We already have begun to develop an 
adequate system of supervisors,” said Dr.. 
Evans. It will be a big job to get things 
started, but there is no reason why the law 
should not go into full effect at once, Pas- 
teurization méans no delay in handling the 
milk, and if dealers cannot get milk from 
properly certified cows at once, they can 
pasteurize until the shippers comply with the 
tests. The cost of pasteurization amounts to 
only about 4 cents a can.” 4
